Dublin, December 21.—The possi- 
bility of concluding the debate on the 
Irish treaty and reaching a decision 
by tomorrow night was indicated by 
Eamon de Valera at the close of to- 
day’s session, when he suggested that 
if the discussions were concluded to- 
morrow’ afternoon an evening session 
should be held “to finish it.’’ 

Arthur Griffith, criticising Mary 
MacSwiney for speaking so long (her 
address occupied two hours and forty 
minutes) thought that fifteen minutes 
would be sufficient for each of the re- 
maining speakers to express his views. 
One deputy expressed the opinion that 
no more speeches were required, and 
in this he appeared to voice the im- 
patience of many members to vote 
without further delay. 

For the first time there was a dis- 
position tonight on the part of certain 
members of the dail eireann support- 
ing the treaty to predict definitely 
that it will be ratified. Ihe charac- 
ter of the applause today and the in- 
cidental remarks of the speakers tend- 
ed to support this prediction.

Retire Issue in 30 Years. 


In working out this bond issue, 
state officials have planned to retire 
the entire issue in thirty years by 
the use of the present automobile 
license fee and the gas tax, but the 
gas tax is not to be diverted from 
the general funds before the year 
1925. There will be no tax other than 
the gas and license fee tax required 
for paying the interest and retiring 
these bonds. According to the pres- 
ent plans, the bonds will not be sold 
in one lot, but will be put on the mar- 
ket $7,500,000 annually and the en- 
tire $75,000,000 issue retired thirty 
years after the sale of the first year’s 
bond issue. 

The entire issue will be used for 
cohstructing the state highway sys- 
tem, and in addition to the yearly 
amount required to pay the interest 
and principal there will be sufficient 
funds to maintain the entire state 
system, pay all engineering and ad- 
ministration expenses and all expenses 
incidental to the collection of the 
license fees originating in the office 
of the secretary of state. 

It also is planned to reimburse the 
counties that have issued bonds and 
have used the money in constructing 
any one or any part of a road that 
forms a link in the state highway 
system.

Wallis read a letter from one of his 
buddies at Sandusky, Ohio, attacking 
officers of a Georgia regiment, and 
indicating he would get even some 
day. 

“Some of those Georgia officers 
were pretty bad from that?” Wallis 
was asked. 

“Yes, indeed,” be replied. 

“This seems to be a Georgia family 
row,” said Senator Ernst, republican, 
Kentucky, and Senator Watson joined 
in the laughter. 

At this point Senator Watson offer- 
ed a telegram received today from 
James R. Milton, of | Chattanooga, 
Tenn., saying he also had witnessed 
the killing of Halley by Crawford, and 
would come to Washington to testify 
to that effect.

Wallis on  cross-examination, ex- 
plained that he had been céurt-mar- 
tialed twice for being absent without 
leave, losing his pay for ten days for 
the first offense, and locked up forty 
days for the second.

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BUSINESS EXPERTS 
CALLED BY HARDING 


Washington December 21.—Presi- 
dent Harding has directed that a gen- 
eral meeting of the business organiza- 
tions of the government to discuss ad- 
ministrative economy be called during 
the latter part of January, it was an- 
nounced today by Director of the 
Budget Dawes. 

It is the president’s purpose, Gen- 
eral Dawes said, to call these meetings 
semi-annually, similar to the one 
which was held last June. 

_ The president’s immediate purpose 
in calling the January meeting, Mr. 
Dawes said, is to give instructions 
personally in connection with the ad- 
ministration economy policy. The 
president, Mr. Dawes stated, also will 
outline the method which he desires 
followed in connection with compli- 
ance with the provisions of the act of 
February 27, 1906, which provides a 
penalty for the creation of a deficien- 
cy by a government official. This act, 
which has never been enforced, pro- 
vides that a government official respon- 
sible for the expenditure of any sum 
in excess of appropriations made by 
congress for that fiscal year, may be 
nished by a fine of not less than 
100, or by imprisonment for not less 
than one month. This act has been 
disregarded in the past, with the result 
that deficiencies of from $500,000,000 
to 000,000 have been created 
yearly, the budget director said, add- 
ing that the president intends expendi- 
tures shall be kept within the estimates 
presented by the budget. 

Present at the January meeting, Mr. 
Dawes said, will be members of the 
cabinet hiefs of bureaus and divisions 
of the various departments, the direc- 
tor of the budget, the chief co-ordinator 
and his staff. 


NEGRO EX-GOVERNOR 
OF LOUISIANA DIES | 


Washington, December 21.—Pinck- 
ney Benton Stewart Pinchback, negro 
governor of Louisiana from ember 
6, 1872, to January 18, 1873, died here 
tonight. He was 84 years old, and 
had lived in Washington for the past 
30 years. 

Until his retirement several years 
ago, the former governor had prac- 
ticed law here. Death came after a 
lingering illness, 

He succeeded to the governorship 


as lieutenant governor as a result of 
the impeachment of Governor War- | 
moth.

REPARATIONS BODY 
TO MEET IN JANUARY 


London, December 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—Another meeting of 
the allied supreme council, this time 
at Cannes, on the French Riviera, is 
the outcome of the parleys between 
Prime Minister Lioyd-George and pre- 
mier Briand, of France, during the 
past few days. The meeting will be 
held the first week in January. It 
will be preceded by a meeting of the 
council of ambassadors within a few 
days at Paris for arranging the de- 
tails of the Cannes meeting. 

A pledge to secrecy was entered into 
between the two premiers regarding 
their London conversations, but the 
supreme council evidently has been 
called either to revise the reparations 
provisions of the treaty of Versailies 
or to deliberate on the advisability of 
calling a still larger international con- 
ference, with a view to dealing with 
the whole question of international 
finances and exchange, which is linked 
up with the question of reparations.

Washington, December 21.—Sena- 
tor Watson, democrat, Georgia, 
served notice on the senate today that 
he would not permit final legislative 
action on the Russian relief appropria- 
tion before Christmas. The meas- 
ure is now in conference on the sen- 
ate amendments, and action can be 
had in the senate only by unanimous 
consent, to which Mr. Watson an- 
nounced he would not subscribe. 

Although the relief bill was not be- 
fore the senate today, Mr. Watson dis- 
cussed it at length in a speech dur- 
ing which he assailed Secretary 
Hoover for his connection with the 
relief work. He declared Mr. Hoover 
was “barely an American” and as- 
serted thatbin naming Mr. Hoover to 
the cabinet, President Harding had 
placed “a millstone on his own neck.”

Financially, Germany is in al- 
most as bad a fix as is Russia, 
which country has reached a point 
where its currency, being ground 
out at a tremendous rate of speed, 
is actually not worth at much as 
the cost of the white paper upon 
which it is printed. 3 

In Germany’s case, a receiver- 
ship after all may be the best 
thing for the country and for the 
world. In any event the world will 
watch developments with unusual 
interest, 

If the only solution to the Ger- 
man predicament lies in bank- 
ruptcy, the sooner steps are taken 
to that end the better it will be. 

If this happens, the attention of 
the world would be centered upon 
the German receivership, for it 
would be the first experiment of 
its. kind known‘in the history of 
civilized government.’ 


THE ANTI-LYNCH BILL. 

The Dyer anti-lynching bill,“now 

in the house, will probably go over 
the holiday recess as unfinished 
business. , 
The chances are in favor of its 
enactment, although the bill ‘may 
be defeated by the argument that 
it is drasti¢ and unnecessary. If 
it is defeated that argument alone 
will be responsible for it. 

No one can doubt the necessity 
of an awakening of public con- 
science against the barbarous, and 
inhuman practice of lynching. 

For years just such legislation 
as this has been in prospect; and 
during all of that time The Con- 
stitution, while urging the discon- 
tinuance of the lynching evil, has 
repeatedly prophesied that if the 
states did not themselves put an 
end to mob law it was only a ques- 
tion of time until the federal gov- 
ernment would assume jurisdiction 
and do exactly what is contem- 
plated by the Dyer bill. 

Even though this bill fails of 
passage, as it is to be hoped it 
will, the country, may rest assured 
that if the practice of lynching is 
not stopped it is inevitable that 
the principle embodied in it will 
sooner or later be enacted: into 
law; for Uncle Sam is not to be 
expected to tolerate mob dictation 
indefinitely. 

If the anti-lynching bill is not 
passed now it certainly’ will be 
later on, unless lynching is discon- ; 
tinued! 

All of the arguments and plead- 
ing against it will be lost in the 
fact that the evil ‘continues, and 
the only possible way to prevent 


cause for it by substituting law 
and order for mob violence. 

It is certain that this govern- 
ment is not going to put: itself in 
the position of condoning ‘mob law 
nor of sanctioning the blot on its 
escutcheon occasioned by the prac- 
tice of mobs putting human beings 
to death in defiance of the courts 
and the institutions of the law. 

It is to be hoped that the Dyer 
bill will be defeated, but also that 
if it is defeated the circumstances 
in connection with its serfous con- | 
sideration by congress will have a 
wholesome effect upon the people 
of the whole country, bringing 
them to a realization of the danger 
of the enactment of this very 
measure, or one similar to it; 
which would result in all sorts of 
confusion and complications, 

If this fs the effect of the con- 
sideration of the pending measure,,. 
then the discussion will not have! 
been in vain. 

But if} the mob menace con- 
tinues then all the argument that 
can be brought against a federal

As _ he 
alighted from the train from Havre 
there were thunderous cheers of the 
American variety, giving the railroad 
station an at~osphere of an Ameri- 
can football game. 

Marshal Foch stopped suddenly, 
smiling broadlv. and turning to mem- 
bers of his party, he said: 

“Paris! P:-‘s! This surely cannot 
be Paris. It must be an American 
city I am arriving at.” 

Marst.1 Foch thanked the legion- 
naires for their welcome, saying that 
since visiting the United States he 
had come to like the American brand 
of welcome. His friends who met 
him remarked how well he looked and 
said his trip apparently had done him 
much good. They observed that his 
fear that American cooking might 
prove to be his Waterloo had been 
unmerited.

GLORIA CARUSO 
GETS BIG SHARE 
OF SINGER'S ESTATE 


New York, December 21.—An 
agreement among the relatives of En- 
rico Caruso, by which the _ tenor’s 
baby daughter, Gloria, is given one- 
half the estate and 500,000 lire, was 
made known today by his widow's at- 
torneys. 

Yhe agreement has been approved 
by the court at Naples, the lawyers 
declared in a statement, and the ad- 
ministration and distribution of the 
estate is, proceeding under its terms. 
The legal. steps taken here, the state- 
ment cdntinued, were merely to have 
Mrs. Caruso.appointd administratrix 
to collect assets in the state of New 
York, to pa¥Y New York creditors, and 
to°turn over the surplus to the Ital- 
ian estate to be disposed of according 
to the agreement. All parties, it as- 
serted, are working in harmony. 

“The remaining one-half of the es- 
tate is to be divided into four equal 
parts, to be distributed, respectively, 
among the sons, Rodolfo and Enrico: 
the widow, Dorothy Benjamin, and 
the brother, Giovanni Caruso. The 
agreémest also makes provision for 
the proper support and maintenance 
ef the deceased’s stepmother in ac- 
cordance with his expressed wishes 
and for the erection of a fitting chapel 
in the Naples cemetery to receive the 
deceased’s mortal remains, 

Provision also is made to make a 
distribution to the former employees 
of the deceased.

OLDFIELD ATTACKS 
AMERICAN VALUATION 


Washington, December 21.--Reply- 
ing to Chairman Fordney, of the ways 
and means committee, who earlier in 
the day had denounced importers for 
their opposition to the American valu- 
ation plan, as incorporated in the 
tariff bill pending in the senate, Rep- 
resentative Oldfield, democrat, Ar- 


kansas, member of the committee, de- 
clared today in the house that the 
proposed import duty on hundreds of 
articles, under the American valua- 
tion plan, would be prohibitive. 

“The American people,” Mr. Oldfield 
said, “do not want a prohibitive tariff ; 
no one does except those who would be 
especially benefited. [ had _ not 
thought, until recently, that the repub- 
licans would be so foolish as to plaee 
the American valuation plan in our 
tariff law.” 4 

Mr. Oldfield’s remarks precipitated 
a lively debate, with Mr. Fordney, 
Representatives Mann, republican, 
Illinois; Tincher, republican, Kansas, 
and others participating. 

Mr. Mann said he had never been 
able to understand the American valua- 
tion plan, and even on the floor of 
the house he “never heard anyone, in- 
cluding the gentleman from Michigan 
(Mr. Fordney), who did.” 

Commenting on the enormous profits 
which Mr. Fordney said had been made 
on knives imported from Germany, Mr. 
Tincher said that “if necessary to pro- 
tect American labor, manufacturers 
and consumers from profiteers in this 
country,” he favored a duty of 1,000 
per cent on some commodities. 

“Let there be afew more statements 
that the republicans are in favor of a 
tariff duty of 1,000 per cent. and there 
will not be enough republicans here to 
=, together in one aisle,’ Mr. 
ann interjected. 

“If the republicans favor the de- 
struction of American institutions,” 
Mr. Fordney retorted, “they ought to 
be put out of this house.” 

Mr. Oldfield declared that importers 
are “rather frightened when they 
come before the ways and means com- 
mittee, because the chairman goes at 
them red-eyed and abuses them as if 
hhey were not human beings.”

For the economic salvation of Eu- 
rope, there must be a lessening of 
pressure on Germany by the allies, 
according to John E. Murphy, Atlanta 
capitalist, who says that Germany 
must be given more time for pay- 
ments. Mr. Murphy has just return- 
ed to Atlanta from a tour of England 
and France. 

Europe has the means within her- 
self, says Mr. Murpby, to re-establish 
herself on a firm peace basis. Al- 
thongh she may need some assistance 
from America, she can work out her 
own salvation if she is willing to 
do so. 

Declaring that the problems of Eu- 
rope may be solved by the proper ap- 
plication of business judgment and 
methods, Mr. Murphy stated, however, 
that the situation has several com- 
plications, political and otherwise. 

The policy of forcing Germany to 
pay to the last mark is causing her to 
flood the markets of Europe with 
cheap goods, with which the manu- 
facturers of France and England can 
not compete. | 

“There must be a lessening of pres- 
sure on Germany, by all means,” said 
Mr. Murphy. “It must be done for 
the economic welfare of the allies. 
This is being realized in England and 
to a lesser dcgree in France. No one 
suggests that Germany should not be 
made to pay—lI do not suggest that— 
but the terms must be made easier. 
She must be given more time for the 
payments,” 

Full and adequate liquidation of all 
existing war debts is the second ele- 
ment in the solution, according to Mr. 
Murphy. He believed that the move 
should be begun by England to recip- 
rocate in the cancellation of the enor- 
mous war debts of the continental 
povvers, 

Aside from the situation in Austria 
and Russia, present conditions in Eu- 
rope are not discouraging, he inti- 
mated. England is saying much of 
her unemployment, but England makes 
public her internal problems much 
more than many of the other nations. 
France is showing the remarkable 
ability to recuperate rapidly that she 
showed after the close of the lk ranco- 
Prussian war. P 

.The solution of nearly™all of Eu- 
rope’s troubles, says the returned At- 
Janta banker, lies- in the word “co- 
operation” —among European coun- 
tries first, with America participating 
enough to assure success.

The letter from Mr. Ford was still 
before the secretary for his reply, pre- 
liminary drafting of which had been 
commenced yesterday when the. en- 
gineers presented a mass of new es- 
timates. These were immediatly an- 
alyzed to ascertain, it was said, wheth- 
er they would affect the letter being 
prepared in answer to that received 
from Mr. Ford, and it was uncertain 
whether the analysis would be com- 
pleted and final touches given’ the 
rommunication so that it would go 
forward to the Detroit manufacturer 
before tomorrow.
